AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNTY COUNCILLOR 


Dear Resident, 


I’m pleased to be able to report that I have been successful in 
presuading the Libraries and Museum Committee to include Capital 
Provision in Year 3 of the Medium Term Plan for a premanent Library 
Facility in the Village. I've also u^ged the Committee through the 
Officers to consult on the possibility of a joint development with 
other funding Agencies both Statutory and Voluntary to provide, the 
urgently needed improved Sporting and Community Facilities that 
your expanding village needs. 


The Education Primary Review forking Party have included in their 
Capital Programme for 1988/89 the provision of further permanent 
accomodation at Bar Hill Primary School to replace the present 
Mobile facilities. There has also been a bid in the inescapable 
category for Capital Building Work at Swavesey Village College for 
further classroom accommodation. 


I hare approached the Chief Education Officer and have received 
assurances that the Education Dept, v/ill be reviewing proceedure 
governing safety on School visits in the light of the report 
following the recent School Outing tragedy at Lands End. 



I have been in touch with the Chief Constable seeking an assurance 
regarding Police use in Cambridgeshire of firearms in the' -wake of 
the tragic death of a small child in Birmingham. The Chief Consta¬ 
ble has confirmed that Cambridgeshire Police Officers receive 
rigerous and detailed training in all aspects of firearm use and 
that the preceedures are always under review especially in the light 
of any ‘operational incidents which may occur . 

The -Chief Constable in his drive for greater efficiency is to 
recruit 88 more civilian staff for administrative work, thus 
releasing 50 uniformed officers for full operational duties in the 
fight against crime. 

The recent rejection by the Teachers Union of the 6.9^ pay offer 
which is above inflation and rises to 7.4^ in the Spring is very 
disturbing. This has prompted me to write to Councillor Bracken- 
bury, Liberal Chairman of Edu^eation in view of his remarks at -the 
recent Council meeting that "the industrial action is having an 
adverse effect on the education of ALL children". I have asked hi^ 
to join me in calling for a National Secret Ballot of ALL teachers 
with the result binding on both sideo. Until the result of such a 
ballot is made known I've asked Councillor Brackenbury to join me 
in caillj-i-s a] 1 Indticta-ja1. Ac1;non to be. suspended.
